The  other  week,  some  of  the  eight 
o’clock  Schoolmen,  on  their  way  to 
early  morning  lecture,  were  aston- 
ished to  discover  the  green  lawn  of 
the  “little  red  school  house”  de- 
faced with  the  mysterious  letters 
“VIC”  done  in  whitewash.

The  Engineer 
As  A Craftsman. 

Each  year,  as  September  comes  and  throngs  of  young 
men  stream  into  the  universities  for  the  study  of  engineer- 
ing, one  cannot  help  beingjmpressed  by  their  firm  asser- 
tions of  confidence  in  the  choice  that  they  may  have  made. 
While  that  confidence  may  in  a measure  be  expressive  of  a 
mass  attitude,  and  a little  like  whistling  in  the  dark,  it 
must  in  reality  rest  on  the  ground  of  personal  conviction. 

What  is  it  that  impels  young  men  to  become  engi- 
s it  merGly  the  desire  to  earn  a-  comfortable  liveli- 
hood in  a respectable  calling  or,  perhaps,  a reaching  for 
power  and  superiority?  In  the  case  of  most  of  those  who 
come  to  the  university  I do  not  think  that  it  is  either.  It  is 
rather  an  urge  for  achievement,  for  the  consummation  of 
eminently  worthwhile  enterprises.  Of  such,  none  is  so 
clearly  emblematic  of  worthwhileness  as  the  successfully 
completed  work  of  an  engineer. 

In  what  the  engineer  does  there  is  a marked  element 
of  craftsmanship.  He  practices  an  art,  although  it  is  an 
art  that  enjoys  the  dependable  guidance  of  science.  Armed 
with  the  chart  that  it  provides  he  can  afford  to  be  bold, 
to  strike  out  into  unfamiliar  fields.  He  dares  to  be  an  origi- 
nator and  a pioneer.  In  that  role  he  finds  contentment  and 
pride  of  achievement,  with  no  sense  of  depriving  others 
of  the  same  opportunity  for  satisfaction.  The  wholesome 
rewards  that  are  associated  with  scientific  craftsmanship 
a.re  worth  the  years  of  earnest  effort  that  are  necessary 
to  attain  it. 

But  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  high  craftsman- 
ship is  found  in  many  divergent  pursuits.  It  is  practised  by 
the  surgeon,  the  lawyer,  and  the  preacher,  as  well  as  by 
the  artist  and  the  poet.  Any  work  faithfully  executed  in 
conformity  with  the  most  exacting  standards  pertaining  to 
it  is  a work  of  superior  craftsmanship. 

While  the  young  engineer  in  training  may  deem  him- 
self singularly  fortunate  in  pursuing  a calling  that  is  char- 
acterized by  difiniteness  and  exactitude,  he  should 
remember  that  those,  who  deal  with  the  inexactness  that 
surrounds  endeavours  in  the  social,  economic  and  political 
world  have  in  a sense  a much  more  difficult  role  to  play. 
No  mathematical  equations  or  invariable  scientific  laws 
can  be  brought  to  bear  on  the  solution  o^  their  problems. 
They  must  solve  them  through  the  practice  of  a kind  of 
craftsmanship,  by  the  exercise  of  judgment  and  the  bal- 
ancing of  probabilities. 

In  these  circumstances  the  virtue  of  humility,  of  sober 
appreciation  of  the  achievements  of  other  craftsmen  who 
lack  the  keen  tools  of  the  scientist  and  the  technologist, 
would  with  particular  grace  rest  on  the  young  engineer. 
Amongst  the  many  who  strive  on  the  same  campus  with 
other  goals  than  your  own  in  view  there  is  a natural  set- 
ting for  its  acquisition.  May  men  and  women  of  all  years 
in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering  be  not 
unmindful  of -the  peculiar  opportunities  for  attrb'ing  it 
that  lie  in  the  year  ahead.

Afax  End 
in  Sight 


Whatever  joy  or  dismay  it  may 
cause  them,  first  year  students  at 
Ajax  may  take  pride  that  they  are 
the  last  of  the  first  year  classes  to 
take  their  first  year  “out  in  the 
styx”.  They  can  expect  to*  enter 
their  second  year  as  men  of 
“School”  on  the  city  campus.  Much 
of  their  equipment,  in  fact  anything 
that  can  be  moved,  will,  follow 
them  back  to  the  city,  and  there  is 
indeed  much  in  the  way  of  valuable 
equipment  now  at  Ajax  which  To- 
ronto envies. 

In  January  1946,  1600  freshmen, 
mostly  ex-service,  who  persisted  in 
calling  the  cafeteria  “the  mess  hall” 
and  residences  “barracks”  broke 
trails  through  ankle-deep  snow  to 
the  recreation  hall  to  hear  ad- 
dresses by  President  Sydney  Smith. 
Dean  Young,  Professor  Wright  and 
others.  Ajax  had  become  a uni- 
versity! 

It  was  only  a little  while  since 
shells  and  ammunition  had  been 
pouring  off  assembly  lines  where 
students  now  sit;  that  cordite  and 
R.D.X.  had  been  prepared  on  the 
same  spot  where  chemistry  classes 
now  use  hydrogen  sulphide  and 
acids  to  discover  the  wonders  of 
chemistry. 

Fourth  year  men  recall  with 
wistfulness,  how  the  "green  hornet”, 
loaded  with  students  used  to  ply 
back  and  forth  from  the  city. 

When  the  university  took  over 
much  work  had  to  be  done  — and 
done  in  a short  time.  Floors  of  the 
plant,  impregnated  and  poisoned 
with  high  explosive  had  to  be  re- 
laid  before  the  rooms  could  be  fitted 
up  for  classrooms.  After  that  came 
an  army  of  carpenters,  electricians, 
pipe-fitters  and  lastly  painters, 
decorating,  wiring,  fitting  new  heat- 
ing systems  as  the  old  radiators 
were  too  noisy  for  classroom  use. 
Blackboards  and  seats,  laboratory 
desks  and  cupboards  had  to  be 
fitted  up.  What  was  dona  was  ac- 
complished in  a miraculously  short 
time,  a matter  of  a few  months,

The  road  that  lies  ahead  is  full  of  golden  opportunities.  It  is  up  to  us, 
each  one  of  us,  to  avail  ourselves  of  these  and  to  develop  that  broad  and 
understanding  spirit  which  .is  so  necessary  in  the  world  of  today.  As 
leaders  of  tomorrow  it  will  be  for  -us  to  choose  which  path  will  be  taken 
in  the  road  that  lies  ahead. 


School  Spirit 

Schoolmen  have  enjoyed  an  enviable  prestige  throughout  the  U.  of  T. 
campus  in  the  past.  Their  aggressiveness,  prominence  in  sports  and 
reputation  of  being  “men  of  action’’  have  contributed  largely.  Above 
all  this,  however,  has  been  their  strong  “esprit  de  corps’’  and  loyalty 
to  One  another  and  to  their  School.  With  these  . qualities  they  have 
been  the  envy  of  the  “men  of  thought’’  on  the  other  side  of  the  campus. 
However  this  ‘‘School  Spirit’’  is  fast  becoming  one  of  the  by-gone  relics 
of  the  “gooc'.  old  days'’  when  the  enrollment  was  smaller  and  limited 
to  a few  hundred  instead  of  being  counted  in  the  thousands.  In  those 
days  when  a Schoolman  was  absent  from  anything  he  was  missed.  Today 
we  have  the  “ I'll -not-be -missed"  complex.  Our  spirit  and  prestige  has 
fallen.  Then,  Schoolmen  used  to  turn  out  to  hear  the  traditional  election 
speeches.  Now',  they  walk  out.  That  itself  is  only  a symptom  of  the 
general  deterioration  of  School  Spirit.  With  that  deterioration  has 
come  a loss  of  prestige.  The  reason — we  are  just  too  big  a faculty. 
There  are  far  too  many  of  us  to  give  a healthy  school  spirit.  It  is  time 
that  we  pulled  up  our  socks. 

Because  we  are  men  of  action  rather  than  words,  School  Spirit  should 
be  something  more  than  just  “rah  rah!"  and  a “Toike  Oike"  on  Saturday 
afternoon  games.  With  a better  School  Spirit  there  would  be  more 
and  louder  "Toike  Oike's”  at  some  of  the  games  when  our  interfacility 
boys  are  trying  to  win  the  cup  from  U.C.  or  Meds.  School  Spirit  exists 
when  a few  members  of  the  Engineering  Society  spend  hours  working 
on  a dance  to  give  the  Engineers  a good  time;  it  does  not  exist  when  a 
bunch  of  Engineers  don’t  even  turn  out  to  it. 

School  Spirit  exists  when  a bunch  of  the  girls  in  S.P.S.  spend  hours 
rehearsing  a dance  routine  for  School  Nite.  it  even  exists  when  SF.S. 
men  take  part  in  inter -faculty  activities  as  in  Hart  House,  debates 
or  such  worth-while  causes  as  I. SB.  committees,  and  contribute  their 
clear-cut  thinking  or  executive  ability  to  helping  make  these  things  go. 

Many  of  us  are  like  the  two-talent  man  rather  than  the  five-talent 
man  and  our  academic  work  required  most  of  our  time.  It  w’ould  be 
undoubtedly  foolish  to  go  jumping  into  everything  that  comes  along. 
However,  surely,  ah  surely,  we  can  take  some  activity,  even  if  it  is  only 
just  one  and  give  it  our  best  effort.  By  proper  budgeting  of  time  it 
surely  could  be  done. 

Schobl  Spirit  will  help  us  when  we  leave  these  ivy-colored  walls  and 
go  out  into  the  world.  The  successful  man  must  possess  loyalty  and  a 
willingness  to  co-operate  with  others.  He  must  have  broader  interests 
than  “book  learning”  for  he  is  working  with  men.  It  will  pay  us  divi- 
dends. The  one  who  prefers  to  stick  solely  to  his  drafting  table  will 
find  that  he  is  STUCK  there,  while  the  more  versatile  man  is  promoted. 
Let's  take  stock  of  ourselves  and  do  a little  honest  heart  searching. 
Have  we  done  anything  for  School?  If  we  haven't  let’s  do  something! 
Let’s.

Flexibility  of  Engineering  Physics 
Provides  Many  Fields  for  Graduates

Nine  years  have  elapsed  since 
the  first  Engineering  Physics  class. 
It  is  pertinent  at  this  time  to  re- 
view the  experiences  of  the  earlier 
graduates.  I shall  try  to  give  you,  in 
a few  words,  some  of  our  thoughts 
on  Engineering  Physics  and  its  ap- 
plication in  industry. 

Our  experience  in  industry  has 
shown  that  the  fundamental  train- 
ing received  in  the  Engineering 
Physics  course  is  applicable  to  most 
branches  of  Engineering.  This,  per- 
haps, is  the  most  important  con- 
clusion that  can  be  drawn  as  a 
result  of  our  nine  years  in  indus- 
try. The  application  of  wartime  ad- 
vances in  aeronautics,  electronics, 
infra-red,  geophysics,  to  name  a 
few,  all  require  a general  scientific 
knowledge. 

Fundamentals  Important 

The  variety  of  problems  which 
arise  in  industry  and  particularly 
in  development  work  seems  to  be 
endless  and  the  graduate  will  be 
expected  to  supply  a corresponding- 
ly endless  fund  of  knowledge.  As 
proof  of  the  value  of  the  Engineer- 
ing Physics  type  of  training,  it  need 
only  be  noted  that,  engineering 
educators  have  proposed  in  a re- 
vision of  existing  courses,  an  in- 
crease in  the  teaching  of  the  fun- 
damental sciences,  which  are  now 
taught  in  our  course  alone.  Because 
of  this  training,  the  Engineering 
Physics  graduate  need  not  be  wary 
of  accepting  a position  outside  his 
own  field. 

During  the  first  few  years  in  in- 
dustry the  graduate  will  probably 
hold  a junior  engineer  grade  and 
after  about  three  years  he  should 


be  promoted  to  assistant  grade.  Fur- 
ther promotion  is  dependent  on  his 
ability,  his  initiative,  and  his  per- 
sonality. Industry  is  not  reluctant 
in  recognizing  the  energetic  worker. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  in 
strictly  research  positions,  the 
graduate  does  not  in  general  as- 
sume the  responsibilities  that  other 
work  provides,  especially  as  far  as 
supervising  others  is  concerned. 

For  those  who  ultimately  desire 
administrative  work,  the  openings 
in  industry  will  be  more  attractive 
than  those  in  government  labori- 
tories.  Many  of  the  earlier  gradu- 
ates now  hold  responsible  positions 
in  large  concerns. 

Post  Graduate  Training 

The  question  of  post  graduate 
training  is  ,a  debatable  one.  Many 
of  us  believe  that  experience  in 
industry  is  equally  important  as  an 
M.A.  or  PhD.  Although  a gradu- 
ate degree  is  a definite  advantage, 
it  is  not  a cure-all  or  a guarantee 
of  success.  The  undergraduate  is 
advised  to  get  some  practical  ex- 
perience first,  before  considering 
further  studies.  He  should  also  be 
warned  that  there  may  be  a sur- 
plus of  engineers  in  the  not-too- 
distant  future,  at  which  time  .there 
may  be  very  little  choice  for  those 
looking  for  employment. 

Salaries  Paid 

Before  the  war,  research  salaries 
generally  were  lower  than  those 
paid  in  other  branches  of  engineer- 
ing. This  unfortunate  state  of  af- 
fairs has  now  been  or  is  being 
'remedied.  The  undergraduate  is  re- 
ferred to  the  result  of  salary  ques- 
tionnaires published  by  the  Engi- 
neering Institute  of  Canada  and 
by  the  Association  of  Professional 


Engineers  of  Ontario. — See  “The 
Professional  Engineer”  for  October, 
November,  1947.  This  issue  shows  i 
salaries  paid  in  the  profession, 
grouped  according  to  the  various  ^ 
branches  of  engineering.  The  As- 
sociation also  publishes  a salary 
schedule  (December,  1947  issue) 
which  is  recommended  as  a fair  ’ 
basis  of  payment  for  engineefing 
services.  The  average  monthly  sal- 
ary  after  1 year  of  service  is  shown 
to  be  $250  per  month,  rising  to  $325 
after  five  years  of  service.  These  j 
figures  may  be  high  for  most  con- 
cerns at  the  present  time. 

You  may  ask  which  lectures  we  1 
believe  to  be  the  most  valuable. 
Those  in  general  physics  and  math- 
ematics are  undoubtedly  the  most 
necessary,  but  only  if  they  are  tem- 
pered with  an  engineering  slant  ' 
without  which  the  worker  becomes 
an  “arts”  man.  ^ 

Positions  Available 

The  majority  of  undergraduates  1 
can  expect  to  be  employed  in  the 
electrical  or  aeronautical  indus- 
tries. Openings  are  also  present  in 
the  National  Research  Council. 
Twenty-one  of  the  first  graduates  - 
after  approximately  8 or  9 years 
away  from  school,  are  employed  as 
follows:

The  history  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  Engineering  Society  dates 
back  to  the  year  1885  when  it  was 
founded  by  Dr.  Kennard  Thomson. 
The  first  meetings  were  conducted 
by  Principal  Galbraith  who  presid- 
ed. Threg  years  later.  H.  E.  T.  Haul- 
tain,  then  a student  and  who  later 
became  Professor,  was  the  first  stu- 
dent president.  The  society,  by  the 
way,  is  the  oldest  of  any  Engineer- 
ing Society  in  Canada,  including  the 
Engineering  institute  of  Canada. 

Its  chief  function  falls  into  five 
classes:  c l > Educational,  (2)  Liason. 
(3)  Athletic,  <4>  Social.  (5)  Opera- 
tion of  the  Engineering  Society 
Stores  (6)  Publications. 

The  society  serves  in  an  educa- 
tional capacity  to  provide  experi- 
ence for  the  Engineers  by  bringing 
in  outside  speakers,  usually  men 
prominent  in  the  engineering  field, 
to  tell  the  student  engineers  some- 
thing about  the  work  of  a profes- 
sional engineer.  These  occasions  af- 
ford the  opportunity  to  students  to 
personally  meet  men  in  the  profes- 
sion to  which  they  are  preparing 
themselves.  The  Engineering  So- 
ciety also  sponsors  the  various  pro- 
fessional clubs  in  existence  both  in 
Ajax  and  on  the  Toronto  campus. 
It  provides  them  with  a grant  of 
money  for-  carrying  on  the  various 
club  activities.  These  clubs  are  reai. 
ly  smaller  units  of  the  society  as  a 
whole.  The  clubs,  such  as  Electrical, 1 
Mechanical,  Chemical,  Mining,  ahd 
Architectural  Clubs  bring  in  speak- 
ers to  address  the  meetings  on  the 
various  subjects  pertaining  to  that 
branch  of  engineering.  Club  Din- 
ners, sweaters  and  crests  are  subsi- 
dized by  funds  from  each  club. 

The  society  forms  a liason  or  link 
between  the  students  as  a whole; 
and  the  Faculty.  Ar,  the  club  meet- 
ings students  are  given  the  oppor- 
tunity of  meeting  various  members 
of  the  Faculty  in  an  informal  at- 
mosphere not  possible  in  the  class- 
room. 

Athletics  have  always  played  an 
important  role  in  the  life  of  School- 
men. The  Engineering  Society  has 
done  much  to  encourage  sports 
through  arranging  er.school  com- 
petition, providing  money  for  equijv 
menfc  and  presenting  members  of 
school  teams  with  s hopl  letters.  It  is 
only  necessary  to  : ow  the  sports 

news  in  campus  papers  to  see  what 


Schoolmen  are  doing  in  the  field  of 
sports. 

Although  each  year  has  its  full  * 
quota  of  hard  work,  there  is  still 
plenty  of  time  for  play  and  the  En- 
gii.eering  Society  acts  as  sponsor 
for  a number  of  large  social  events. 
Each  year  there  is  the  big  Engineer-  s 
ing  Dinner.  This  has  been  held  at 
Ajax  for  the  past  four  years  and 
part  of  the  cost  is  paid  for  by  the 
society.  Then  there  is  the  Frosh  re- 
ception, and  a number  of  dances 
held  throughout  the  year,  includ- 
ing the  high  “At  Home."  Another 
big  event  is  “School  Nite”  held  in 
Hart  House  Toronto. 

The  operation  of  the  Engineering 
Society  is  still  another  major  pro-  J 
ject.  Students  at  Ajax  will  readily 
appreciate  the  convenience  of  hav- 
ing a source  of  drafting  supplies, 
pencils,  paper  and  other  items  at 
hand.  The  profits  from  the  stores  . 
goes  back  into  the  Society  treasury 
and  is  returned  to  the  students  in- 
directly through  these  social  events. 

Most  of  the  students  have  been 
given  a copy  of  "Transactions”. 
Those  copies,  and  this  copy  of  Toike 
Oike  which  you  are  now  reading 
are  both  publications  of  your  so- 
ciety. 

The  executive  body  of  Engineer- 
ing Society  consists  of  the  follow- 
ing officers:  a president;  a vice 
president  in  charge  of  social  acti- 
vities; a vice  president  in  charge  of 
the  stores;  a secretary';  treasurer; 
eleven  club  chairman  representing 
the  various  clubs:  a president  for 
each  year;  a president  of  the  ath- 
letic association:  and  chairmen  of 
the  athletic  association  to  repres- 
ent each  year.  These  officers  are 
elected  by  you.  students  of  School. 

In  electing  the  president  of  the 
Engineering  Society,  both  at  Toron- 
to and  at  Ajax,  you  are  electing  your 
representative  to  the  Students’  Ad- 
ministrative Council.  / 

The  money  for  all  these  activi- 
ties ccmes  from  the  Engineering  so- 
ciety fee  paid  by  each  student  or 
D.V.A.,  profits  from  the  store.  In 
addition  there  is  the  revenue  deriv- 
ed from  the  sale  of  year  cards.  This 
latter  is  earmarked  for  social  ?ctl  • 
vities.

First  of  all  we  would  like  to  welcome  all  new  students 
to  the  faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering  and 
wish  them  all  a very  successful  year,  academically  and 
otherwise. 

You  Freshmen  are  now  what  is  known  as  Schoolmen 
and  that  in  itself  holds  high  in  the  University  of  Toronto.

The  facilities  at  Ajax  are  numerous  and  can  suit  any 
type  of  competition.  There  are  three  hockey  rinks  north  of 
the  Recreation  hall  for  the  winter  season  as  well  as  a skat- 
ing area.  Tennis  courts  are  located  south  of  the  hospital. 
Playing  areas  for  soccer  and  rugby  are  located  south  of 
the  residences  and  east  of  the  Recreation  Hall.

The  new  Mechanical  Building  is 
hoped  to  be  ready  for  complete 
occupation  by  the  students  at  the 
beginning  of  the  new  year,  accord- 
ing to  Professor  Allcut,  head  of  the 
Department  of  Mechanical  Engi- 
neering. Classes  have  been  held  in 
the  machine  design  and  industrial 
laboratories  since  the  opening  of 
the  term.  Last  Monday,  a lecture 
room  on  the  third  floor  was  used 
for  the  first  time.  According  to 
some  of  the  students  who  were 
privileged  to  use  it  the  accoustics 
of  the  room  are  excellent. 

With  about  2400  students  enrolled 
in  Toronto  this  year,  there  is  a 
crying  demand  for  more  accommo- 
dation, and  the  new  rooms  will  be 
welcomed  by  both  staff  and  students 
alike. 

The  building  was  designed  by 
All  ward  and  Gouinlock,  Architects; 
the  contractors  are  Anglin-Nor- 
cross  Ltd.  The  building  measures 
two  hundred  by  sixty-six  feet.  There 
are  five  floors  and  the  total  flopr 
area  available  for  student  accom- 
modation is  almost  66,000  square 
feet. 

On  the  fourth  floor,  is  the  ma- 
chine design  laboratory  with  its 
spacious  and  well-polished  desks.  A 
large  window  area  provides  for  a 
bright  classroom,  supplemented  by 
fluorescent  lighting  for  dull  days. 

On  the  third  floor,  the  refrigera- 
tion and  air  conditioning  laborator- 
ies are  complete  except  for  appara- 
tus. There  is  also  a students’ 
common  room  which  is  also  ready 
and  awaiting  only  the  furniture. 
This  will  prove  a boon  to  students 
who  wish  to  do  work  during  their 
spare  hours. 

In  the  basement,  there  is  a large 
hydraulics  laboratory,  equipped  with 
a large  model  testing  channel.  It 
is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  Can- 
ada and  those  in  the  United  States, 
while  larger,  are  located  in  the 
Southern  States  where  climatic 
conditions  permit  them  to  be  built 
in  the  open  air.  This  one  which  is 
under  cover  can  be  claimed  as  be- 
ing one  of  the  largest  under-cover 
river  flow  laboratories  in  the  world. 
At  present  the  laboratories  are 
ready  and  are  awaiting  only  power 


connections  to  be  made  to  the  large 
pumps.  This  apparatus  will  be  made 
available  for  research  and  study 
beyond  the  student  curriculum  or 
by  those  doing  post  graduate  work. 

From  the  top  floor  to  the  base- 
ment will  extend  a JHeat  Transfer 
Laboratory.  Other  equipment  will 
also  include  an  X-Ray  machine  for 
studying  welds. 

On  the  south  is  a large  audi- 
torium, capable  of  seating  350  per- 
sons and  equipped  with  motion 
picture  sound  projection  equipment. 

The  new  building  representing 
the  touch  of  modernistic  archi- 
tecture on  the  University  campus 
will  also  make  the  University  of 
Toronto  one  of  the  foremost  in  the 
field  of  hydraulic  and  mechanical 
research,  and  should  be  a source  of 
pride  to  the  Engineers  in  the  years 
to  come.
